SEAL ORIGINATED. 


Anti-tuberculosis Workers After $750,- 
000 Fund. 


Nearly $2,500,000 has been raised by 
Red Cr* ss Christmas Seals In the Inst 
seton years, and yet many people who 
will boy these holiday stickers at this 
eighth annual sale do not know hew 
the charity stam p idea originated. 
It was war that brought forth the 
charity stamp—mar Civil war of OI to 
•CA. 
Some of your grandmothers first 
played “|>ost office” with stickers sim­ 
ilar to Red Cross Seals ’way back in 
18G2. when they conceived the idea of 
Belling stamps at fairs for the benefit 
of the relief funds for the soldiers’ 
hospitals 
in 
Brooklyn. 
Boston 
and 
elsewhere. 
Nearly $1,000,000 was rais­ 
ed iii this way lief ore 1805. 
After the 
War tills method of raising money was 
discontinued in this country for a gen­ 
eration. although it found vogue in 
Portugal. 
Switzerland, 
Austria. 
France. 
Spain, 
Denmark, 
Norway, 
Russia, Sweden and other European 
countries. 
There 
are 
now 
several 
thousands of different types of charity 
stamps uh«h1 in all paris of the world. 
as many as forty tieing used in Aus­ 
tria for children’s hospitals alone. 
Stamps or seals were first used to 
get money for the antl-tulierculosis 
crusade in Norway and Sweden in 
1904. 
To Jacob Ii lls, the well known 
social worker of New York, and to 
Bliss Emily P. Bissell. the energetic 
secretary of the Delaware Red Cross, 
Jointly belong the honor of originating 
our American Red Cross Christmas 
seal. 
In 1967 Mr. Rfis’s interest was 
aroused by the receipt of a Christmas 
tuberculosis stamp on a letter from 
Norway. Ile published an article about 
this queer looking stamp In the Out­ 
look and suggest lh! some possible uses 
for it in this country. 
Miss Bissell at 
once saw an opportunity here and pre­ 
pared a stamp, from the sale of which 
her society rc»alized $3,000 for tubercu­ 
losis work. So impressed was she with 
this sn* <vss that she induced the Amer­ 
ican Rod Cross to take up the sale in 
1908 on a national basis.

That was all. Not for nothing had I 
been called “Sissy” Van 'Weyden, I 
thought, as I tossed restlessly on my 
bunk between one nightmare and an 
other. And it seemed to me that my 
innocence of the realities of life had 
been complete indeed. 
I laughed bit 
teriy to myself, and seemed to find in 
Wolf Larsen’s forbidding philosophy a 
more adequate explanation of life than 
I had found in my own.

ATTACK MADE ON 
COMPENSATION LAW 


Oklahoma 
City, 
Dec. 
l l . — The 
first direct attack to be made upon 
the W orkmen’s 
Compensation 
act 
was launched in the 
district 
court 
Friday, when an amended petition 
against James Stewart & Co,, capi­ 
tol builders, was filed by L. C. Kerr, 
a carpenter, who was hurt there last 
month by a falling scaffold. 
In his original petition, Kerr mere­ 
ly alleged that he had been injured 
by the falling scaffold, setting forth 
the extent of the injuries 
and 
the 
amount of time lost by him through 
them, but in the amended petition, it 
is alleged that the W orkmen’s Com­ 
pensation act, with which Stewart & 
Co., had complied, is unconstitution­ 
al, because of the manner in which 
it was adopted. The document alleges 
that the law was adopted merely by 
a vote of the legislature, w'hen in 
reality it is an amendment to the 
constitution, and as 
such, 
should 
have been adopted by 
the 
method 
proscribed for the changing of the 
constitotion. 
Attorneys for Kerr allege that the 
bill, as it stands interferes with the 
lights of a citizen as set forth by 
the constitution, in that it does not 
allow' a man to recover for anguish 
and suffering and partial disability. 
To revoke these constitutional rights, 
an amendment w'ould 
have 
to 
be 
vassed, they say, and the bill w'as 
not adopted in the manner by which 
an amendment must be adopted. 
Kerr asks $3,000 for his injuries 
from the construction company.
